The Prohibitory Head Tax 


While the investigation into the Chinese frauds on the Coast 
leaves some doubt as to who was responsible for the open door and 
who profited thercby, it leaves no doubt that it has been easier for a 
pig-tailed Oriental to get in by the Sunset Doorway than for a civil- 
ized white man to cross the 49th at North Portal or Emerson. 

The $500 head tax, intended to keep the Chinese out, has had the 
effect of letting them in in greater numbers than when the head tax 
was lower and the incentive to organized and systematic fraud not 
nearly so great. 

What the Coast asked on the Oriental question was an absolute 
embargo. They got instead a head tax which was alleged io be pro- 
hibitory. Experience having shown that the head tax is far from 
prohibitory, a trial of the embargo, with a penitentiary term for the 
officers who identified themselves with the underground railway, 
would be 2 fulfillment of the British Columbian’s original demand 
and could not work out to any greater injury for the Coast than the 
present arrangement. :

Learn What They Wanted to Know 


At this distance the fuss in Morocco is not at all easy to under: 
stand, especially in view of the fact that Morocco is always repre- 
sented as a waste of sand and desert, inhabited by an uncivilized 
and thoroughly useless people, making possession of their whole 
country not worth the price in human life and dollars of one good 
battle. 
Nevertheless, this dark northwest corner of the Dark Continent 
furnishes.the stage setting for the development of the most gigantic 
tragedy of war in history and with the actors all on the scene and the 
wires vibrating with Liza-crossing-the-ice music it requires only the 
prompter’s word to ring up the curtain and start the show. 

However, a fortunate set of circumstances has placed in control 


of the situation a government in Britain which seeks no war and | 


which practically has it in hand to prevent the development of hos- 
tilities. 

Roughly, the situation is like this. Germany has for generations 
sought as an outlet some territory into which she could spill her sur- 
plus population and do a little empire-building on her own account. 
France, Great Britain and Italy have entered a three-sided agreement, 
the purpose of which is to isolate Germany in European affairs and 
thwart her in her schemes of expansion. As a part of this propaganda 
there developed in Morocco at the time of the previous trouble a sit- 
uation out of which came the treaty of Algeciras, the essence of which 
was that none of the powers should attempt to acquire further pos- 


session of territory in that corner of the map. France, under this 
treaty, was confined to the eastern frontier of Morocco and the integ- | 
rity of the alleged empire was guaranteed. But France, depending |

ambassadur. Germany took a hand by landing troops at Agadir, ad- 
mittedly the best harbor on the Atlantic coast of Morocco and a point 
which Germany covets with an especial covetousness owing to its 
possibilities of usefulness to her as a coaling station on the route to 
South America, where Germany has an enormous and phenominally 
growing trade. France then called upon England, sub rosa, of course, 
and the reply of Lloyd George and Premier Asquith is the answer for 
which Europe has been waiting. 

Lloyd George, in his statement to the London bankers, says, in 
language as plain as his position as chancellor cf the exchequer will 
permit, that Great Britain is not going out looking for any fights, but 
that she will not allow Germany or any other nation to put anything 


over on her, 

Asquith says, in effect, that Great Britain stands by the treaty 
of Algeciras as originally adopted, but that she will not be a party to 
any schemes of France to grab territory in violation of the agreement, 


while at the same time she will not allow Spain, as proxy for Ger-; 


many, or Germany for herself, to take advantage of the situation inte 
which France has projected the powers, and to grab territory for Ger- 


many in Morocco.
